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MEDICO-TOPOGRAPHICAL ACCOUNT OF KOTA. 



OJA hra befcweou 24:’7' and 25‘’40' Norih latitude^ and between 75"40' ami 76‘'63 
J'l'j.st longitude. Tho State is bounded north aud north-vvost by the river Ghanibal 
which separates it from Biimli ; east by Gwalior aud the Took districts of Cbhubra ; south by 
Ifajgarh and Khilchipur, outlying portions of Gwalior and Indore, and by the Now State of 
dhulawar ; west by Udaipnr and detncliod di.striets of Indore. Its area is 5,7 11 square miles. 
Pho population calculated on the census of 1891 is 719, 013 or 125-9 per square mile. 

. HISTORY. 

P'"'*" of" tho tract of country known as llai-aoti (the 
land of the Hara Rajputs), of which the capital was Unndi. Haraoti, however, was dis-. 
jiueuibored iiliout .1G25, Kotah being given to Madhn Singh, son of Kao Ratan, Maharao 
of flundi, as a reward for services rendered to tlio Moghal in a rebellion of the prince who 
subsequently became the Emperor Shajehan. The State of Kota wa.s nearly mined by iiu- 
.successful wars with Jaipur and tlie Maliarattus to whom tribute had to b(' paid. Hltimatoly, 
bowards the close of the eighteeuth ceutury A. D., the distinguished Prime Minister, Zalim 
Smgh, succeeded in saving Kota and finally i„ making it one of the most prosperous of 
the Rajput Slates. In recognition of his services and for the benefit of his heirs the State 
of Jhalavvar was lonndetl largely at the expense of the Kota State in the year 1837. 

On tho 1st January 1899 the greater portion of the territory taken from Kota, 
to orm thoJhalaw-ar State was restored. The restored tracts have an area of 1,9-27 
square miles with a population of 192,776 and contained 1,048 villages. They include the 
whole oi Sliidiabad, and the following, Tol.sils taken from Central Jhalawar Chipa Barodo 
Munohar Thaua, Jklei-.a, Ghatoli, Asnawar, Bakaui, Ghechutand half of Suket Tohsil. 

PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 

The State slopes gently northwanis from the high table land of Malwa, and is drained by 
he Chi.mbal and its tributaries, all flowing towards tlio north-east. The Mnkund Darrah 
range of lulls runs across U.e southern portion of the State from south-east to north-west, 
n .omo pai ts standing fiorn 1,200 to 1,6001 feat .above the sea and extending from the 
Chambal to the Kali Sindh. The highest peak in 1,671 feet high, and near it the range is 
pierced by the Makund Darrah pass, one of the chief outlets between northern and .sonthern 
India. The hills are covered with thick jangle composed of stunted trees and undergrowth. 
Ihe chief rivers are the Chambal and its tributaries, the Kali Sindh, Panwar and Parbati, 
all of considerable size. There are no natural lakes., but numerous artificial tanks exist, • 
some of large size. 

CLIMATE. 

The climate of Kot.i, c-b.anning in the cold weather, becomes sultry during tho pro- 
valeuco of tho hot winds of summer ; and towards the close of the rainy season it is decidedly 
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Lsaat, nrliealthy and relaxinc;. The mean tomporaturo b saU by old rababitunts to 
bo The uvomj,.e annual rainfall of the Stale is 33-4-2 and 28-b4 for kota (nty. Ihe 

State shortly is charactenzed by good rsintall on fertile soil tvith exteusiro forest tracts 

lor fodder and fuel. 

PEOPLE. 

Tho ruling nice of Kota belongs to the Choban clan of Rajputs. This olaii previous 
to tho acquisition of territory from Jhalawar formed 15 per 1,000 of the total pofmlatiou 
of the Sato. 

Out of tho total population, «/a., 719,043, 374,996 are males and 344,047 females, 
inhabiting 4 towns and 2,67 1 villages {Cea.sus of 189i). 7‘85^ are urban and 92-lo% rural. 

Tho density of the population is 125’9 per square mile and 247'79 per village. The 
population of the 4 towns aggregates 45,4.51. 

There are 59 Musalmans and 8 Jains per 1,000 of tho population.

At tho beginning of 1896, Kota stood among the Rajputana States fourth for number 
of dispensaries to population, fourth for dispensaries to area, ninth for percentage of population 
treated (9*38), and fifth for expenditure on medical aid to its subjects (Rs. 19,057). 

The principal causes of illness in the 15 years ending with 1895 were Malarial fevers 
(16*59 per cent.), di3ea.se3 of skin and suboutiineous connective tissues (13*97), diseases ol the 
digestive system (11*67*), ulcers (8-98), diseases of tho eye (7*28), diseases of the respiratorv

In the 15 years 1.881-1895, 759 major .and 1.3,488 minor oiieral ion; were perfonned in 
the various dispensaries of the Slate: the former included 32 in idoctomies, 193 cataracts 
extracted or otherwise treated, 14 lithotomies and 1 litholopaxy. In 1896, 297 major and 
2,619 minor operations were performod : the former iuclude<l 13 irridectomiesj 93 cataracts, 
2 lithotomies and 1 litholopaxy. 


EPIDEMICS. 


Choler.a has frequently prevailed in epidemic form in this Slate. The outbreak 
in 1875 commoncod in people who had come from Jbalawar. The first case occurred, 
on Cth Jnne in the vicinity of Kota in the village of Kothri on the .Ihahiwar road, 
The ne.xt case was at Qumanpm-a, still nonrer the city. Then, on 8th .Tune, tb.o disease broke 



teaching its height on 27th June an-l provuili/ig very severely till 9th July : on that date 
heavy ruin loll (6-6 inches), and the disease then began to decline. It was observed that at uho 
oommenoenient of the epidemic children chiefly suffered, later on females were attacked, 
and tovvards the close adult mules ; 631 cases occurred within the city, 45-31 per ceut. 
proving fatal ; 84 cases with 45 deaths occurred in the out districts of the St.ate. In the 
jail, which at that time was situated in the city, only three cases occurred among the 259 pri¬ 
soners, but the virulence was great, two dying. In 1882 cholera appeared in the State on 18lfa 
July-, and disappeared on 3rd September. Out of 70 cases 32 died. It the following year it 
commenced on 19th July, and lasted till 14th September, 250 cases giving 114 deaths or 4.5'G 
por cent. It could not bo traced to iinportution from withont. 657 deaths from cholera were 
reported in the State in 1885, the epidemio lasting from 3lst May till llth July. The next 
mention of the disease is iu j.887, when sporadic cases beginning 29tli duly and lasting till 30ih 
August gave 11 deaths out of 18 attacked (65 per cent.). In 1889 the rainfall being 
enormously above tho average, cholera was unusually severe : beginning on 9th May is 
oontinuod to 30th August, The origin was attributed to the groat crowds who assembled for 
the luneral rites of the Mnliarao, the funeral feasts lasting 14 days. 3,669 cases occurred, of 
which 1,955 died (53-3 per cent). In tho jail (now outside the city), out of live cases three 
died. It) 1892, which was noted as a very tiuhenlfby year iu Eajputana, cholera, famine, small¬ 
pox aud fevois being rife, Kota was again visited by epidemic cholera, which broke out earlier 
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if/the year than ts usual in this SUito, vij., on 30fch March, and lasted.until July. Onto 
>1,515 cases reported 758 died (50 par cent) [This was in marked contrast to the preceding 
year, 1801, when although in Jhalawar the outbreak was one ol’ the severest ever known, 
Kotah State escaped with 28-attacks and 12 deaths, all in the districts ■! time, 22nd August to 
23rd September.] In 1896 the disease broke out on 4th July in Kotah City, .and prevailed 
also in the rural districts, the epidemic closing on 27th October. In all 2.52 case ' wore 
feported with 95 deaths or (37’7 per cent.) : 80 cases wore in Kotah City willx 26 deaths, 
60 at Diloda with 25 deaths, and 72 cases at Maugrol with 25 deaths. 


DISPENSARY TOWNS. 

Kotah ,— The capital city of the State, Kotah, stands on the right hank of the Chainbul, 
in 2.5*10' N. latitude and 75*55' E. longitude, and is on an aver.age about f-SOf't. above sea 
level. The Jamma Masjld bench mark roads 875', and the fiducial point of tl.e cistern of the 
observatory barometer is 818‘'91 above sea level. Kotah is about 120 miles from Ajmero and 
53 from Jhalnapatan. The town (see plan) is surrounded by high fortified Walls, except on 
the river face which is open, the river itself forming a permanent deep pool extending some 
miles above and below the city. On the eastern side of the city there is an extensive 
^artiftoial lake, the Kishor Sagar, part of which lies within the city walls. On tho other side 
of the bund of this lake are extensive gutdous, cAoellently laid out. Kotah was visited 
early in 1848 by tho Austrian lady traveller Pfeiffer, from a transktion of who.sv 
Travel Notes the following extract is interestingKotah contains about 30,000 
inbabitanls and lies on the river Chambal iu a far-strotclung and in some pdacos 
very rocky plain, 1,300 foot above the level of the sea. The town/ which is con¬ 
spicuously situated, is surrounded by strong fortified works, upon which are placo'l 
50 pieces of cannon. The interior of the town is separated into throe parts by as many 
gates. Tho first piart is occupied by tho poorer classes, and appears very wretched. In tho 
other two parts the tradespeople and tho gentry reside; they have an incomparably 
better aspect. The principal street, though uneven and stony, is feufficiently wide to alloiv 
carriages and ponderous beasts of burden to pass without hindrance. Tho nrcbitecturo of 
the houses is in the highest degree original. Tho windows are so narrow and low that it in 
hardly possible to put tho head out; they are for the most part closed with finely worked 
stone lattice instead of glass. Many of tho houses have largo alcoves ; in others there are 
spacious saloons on cue first floor, which rest on pillars and occupy tho whole front of the 
house. Many of those halls are separated by partition walls into smaller open saloons. -V! 
both coruofs of tho halls were decorated pavilions, and at tho further end doors leading iiil 
the iiiterior of the house. Those halls are generally used as shops and places of*bnsinoss, 
also as tho resort of idlers, who sit upon mats and ottomans smoking their hookahs, la other 
houses again the front walls woro painted in fresco with terriblo lobking dragons, tigers and 
^ns, twice as large as life, stretching their tongues out with hideous grim.aces. Tho numer- 
OTS handsome Hindu temples, all built upon lofty stone terraces, form an agree.ablo feature of 
the town, The temples stand ia open halls, intersected by colonnades, ornamented with several

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laUrangdlar tower,s, surmount OlI by a cupola 20 to 40 feet in height. The sanctuary is in 
; it is a small carefully enclo.sed huiUiug with a door loading into it. This door, 
its well us Ihe pillars and IVie/os, is covered with beautiful .sculptures ; on the walls of the ter¬ 
races are arabos'j^uos, elopbauts, horses, Ac , carved in relief. The Royal Palace lies at the 
extremity of tlio third part of the town, aud forms a town within a town, or lather a fortress 
in a fortre.ss, as it i.s surrounded by iininonse fortified walls which coiiimaud tho town as well 
as the country round about it.” 


The town of KoUvh drains itself partly into rfhe lake or tank already noted as on tho 
eastern side, but most chiefly into the Chainbal. Tlioreis a good fall to the river, and heavy 
Tiiiu is s)ic 0 dily carried awaj’ by the drains which .are chiefly open surface drains at the sides 
of the streets. The water-supply is derived partly from wells and baorios, partly from the 
tank abovamontionod, and partly from tho river Cham'oal. •■The water of the tank and of 
almost all the wells is not good. The river water is very good, although from its sluggi.sh flow 
during two-lliirds of tho year it is apt to bj) defiled. It is proposed to lead water into the city 
from the rivor from a point several miles above,tho city. This plan, if oarriod out, will 
give ati abundant supply of excellent water, aud should tend to tho improvoniont, of 
tho health of tho inhabitants. The results of a aeries of analyses of samples rrf 
wiiticr, taken from various sources of public .supply, made by tho hrovernrno,at Analyst 
afchVgra in July 1895, are .showa in table.? *o--<>lthr-Tcpon;, TUo Analyst only 

])4ssod I oat of 22 samides as fit for potable purposes ; he declared 3 to be “ suspicious,” 
and condemned all tho rest as unfit for potable purposes. 



SANITATION. 

The sanitary condition of Kotah is described as follows in the Hajpufana Dispensary 
report for 1870 : “ A considerable part of the Cit?’- of Kotah is situated between tho 
fiver (.ihambal on the one side and tho Kishnesagar Lake on tho other, tho water of both 
a(.‘tually w.'ishing tho bniidings or walls of the city. Hut 'as tho level of tho water of the 
Ohamhal is considerably lower, some 60 feet, than tho level of the city and of the lake, it 
follows that tho water of tho latter must percolate towards the rivor through the soil undor- 
npath the town. Aud that this does take place is abundantly manifest from the very damp 
apj)ear.auoo of tho soil in tho northern part of the town, or in that portion lying os.actly 
between the two waters, while the level pf tho wells is almost that of tho surrounding 
ground. The princij)al street of Kotah runs from tho north.to tho south gale, parallel with 
the river', being only broken near its soutborn extremity by a ravine from tho river, on the 
.side of which, I’aoing tho Chambnl, is situated the Jl.aliarao Raja’s palace. Running also 
parallel t'^ith tho centre street, but between it and the river, is another deep narrow ravine 
which, fronr tho peculiarity of its direction and situation, demands particular notico. Instead 
of passing at i-ight-angles or at a slightly aente-angle from the river, this nullah, joining the 
river at the south, passes almost par.allel with the stream inside, and nearly the whole lenj^ 
of the town. Therefore those passing from the central street to the Ch.ajnbal can only do so 
b}'' passing this ravine, for -which purpose several inasonry bridges are provided. On the 
Cbambal side of the ravine there a-e few buildings. On tlio city side housc-s extend to its 
banks. On the Chainbal side 50 yards of rising ground bring tho observer to tho precipitous 
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to the water. this rayine, so conveniently situated near a denaoiy populated (piavtor, 

“cloaca’*' of a largo proportion of the inhabitants, the heavily bavdenetl atinosphero 
that its depths, inaccessible to such yisitors, do not enjoy oven the relief 
allorded by the scavengeriug habits of Indhjin cattle an<l shoop—animals which, 

however disagreeable to recollect, do in most localities, on their daily pa^^sage. to and 
from the grazing ground, effect much towards eenu-aliisiiig the dirty hal its ot their 
owners. A marked characteristic of Koiah is also tho large ntimher of p;/ckhanas or 
latrines openly facing tho streets, all the more pretentions buildings being thus provided 
with recesses in tho wails receiving the'droppings from ubo'-e, tho original intention 
doubtless being that ^Jirt so accumulating should be taken away. But this is seldom 
or over elfeotod by human agouoy, although a bullock with head inserted in the small 
opening consuming tho contents is no uncommon sight. II, however, tho opening is too 
small or too low, the fostering mass remains until probably the shaft is chokod and intorfer- 
onco compelled. There is an entire absence of any kind ot drainago. The opntral streeu 
itself is slightly lower than the surface on either side, and must servo to some extent as a 
waterway. *Thcro are then iu.Kotah tho following causgs contributing to render the locidity 
unhealthy: It is lowly situated on tho banks of a river to which the country nati rally 
descends, with an artificial lake and a totally neglected forest on tho opposite si lo. Ihe 
drainage from some part of tho olty and the outskirts passes into this lake, from whioh^ many 
people take drinking water. A deep nullah runs through tho town and is used as a 
by the surrounding inhabitants. Lastly, there is a total nogloct of oonservan / an'*?^hugo 
masses of mined huildlngs. Such was the state of matters in lb70. By nest year step: 
hud not a day too noon bcc'i iaitou to rectify tho state of matters dosorihed above. Ihrowgh 
.aKflinftuonce of tho Politioal Agent a good road had been commoncod through tho town, somo 
drainage had boon attempted, and a road constructed down to the Chambal, In 1874 a 
Municipal Committee had boon appointed to remedy tho pernicious state of matters and to 
hike up tho sanitation as far as tho finances of the State would peimit. And it is uotcr t int 
by the end of this year a good road had been coustructod from tho Roaidoucy to the city 
gates, tbo principal roads in the city had been macadamize.l and wore kept tnirly clean, and 
soiTio attention was paid to dmiuago and consi'jrviincy. llio condition ot* tJio Jail wae miic i 
altered for tbo belter ; and in short the whole place presented a more cleanly and less 
neglected appearance than in former days. In 1875 several public latrines Mere lustitiitoi, 
the staff of sweepers was increased, and tho inUin streets of the city were kept v^ ry o ean. 
'} his improvement in conservancy continued to bo maintained. In 1882 tho city is dcscriboi 
as being kept fairly clean. In 1885 there was remarked a marked improvement in the 
sanitary state of'Kotah; 14 new latrines had been erected, and Ifi conservancy carts pro- 
vide'd, and tho main street of tho city was lighte.l. In I8f6 the Municipal Committeo 
worked steadily to remedy tho sanitary defects of tho capital. By 1887 the latrines could 
aocoinmodato 840 males and 1..350 females; and the trench system of disposing of tho 
night-soil was now in vogue. In 1889 it is noted that a sufficient supply of latrines and 
urinals had been provided, and that the refuse was daily removed to a sewage farm and 
entrenched, xi project for taking drinking water from tho Cb.ambal was broached. In 
1891 it was possible to report that “ the capital is well supplied with latrines and urinals,' 
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ud efficient efioids are made to keep the streets and lanes clean.” Jffi 1894 it is described 
!is clean and well eared for. The Conservancy Establishment now (1896) kept ap is as

The cost of the Conservancy Establishment, including Office Establishment, is upwards 
of Ils. 17,000 per annum. 




ITARKETS A.\D FOOD. 

There are .3 dlmnmandis, whore the different sorts of grain are sold, and 3 vegetable 
markets. The grains sold are wheat, jawar, gram, makka, urad, mung, and the vegetables 
iiiolade kakri, tarai, hhatoa, karela, bliln U, ai vn, Vnln. puuchia, lalri, and other kinds 
■ according to the season. The supply is generally sufficient. 

MEDICAL lNSTITUTi02?S. 

The Medical Institutions in .Ivotah City aro the Slain Dispensary and the Victoria 
.Tnhiloo Hospital for Women nm^Children. The former was oslablishod in 1874. 


The existing buildings date ^rora May 1892 ; they were orootod at a cost of Rs. 81,.'97, 
and consist of a ce^itre block oontaming Dispensary, Consulting Room, Ojienition Room, and 
Dark Room, two Ward Blocks, which dan accommodate 24 patients, including 8 in the two 
eye-v/ards, and the usual aooommodatiou for the Dispensary establishment. The buildings, 
stand on an open site on the b.ank of the nulhih referred to which runs parallel to the Chambnl. 
In the 15 yeara 1881-1895, them we.’e treated at this Hospital 3,130 in-patients and 99,800 
I " out-patients ; and the daily average attendance rose from 72'59iu the first mentioned year to 
b('/26 in 1895. In tho same time 5,18V minor and 269 in.ajor operations wore performed j the 
latter include 20 iridectomies, 73 removals of oa'caract, and 14 lithotomies. The Medical, 
Store is attached to the Main Dispensary, .and tho whole is in charge of a Hospital Assistant 
'^9 of the higher grade. 

The Yicloria Hospital for Women and C.iildren was instituted by tho Durbar in honour 
of tho Jubilee of the Queen-Empress Victoria, and was opened for work on 24th Jane 1890. 
It consists of nu Office, Dispensing and Operation block, two largo and two smaller wards, 
and quarters for a Hospital Assistant (seo plan attached to this report). There were treated 
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■:SKilii3 Hospital from les openiug up to the euJ of 1895, 22,325 out-patieuts amll,402 
iii-pntien<9 ; the daily average attendanco ranging from 25'57 out-Joor and 4’90 in-door in 
1892 to 38'99 out-door and 12‘38 in-door in 1895. During the same porio^ M i major and 
1,508 minor operations were performed. I'he Hospital was for short periods held charge of 
by Mrs. Bonuaf and Miss Hannan, both qualified Europeans—the former dfcd of smallpox, 
and the latter resigned ; and for the greater part of its existence the institution has be.m 
under the charge of Hospital Assistant Bessie Karimulkh, a dipdomate of Agra Medical 
School, -ivhose work has been eminently successful. 

The next senior of the dispensaries in the State is that at Baran, which dates from 1878. 
Barnn is a town of 7,067 inhabitants (according to the Census of 1891), lying at a distance 
by road of 45 miles, and almost duo oast from the capital city. The work done at this 
Dispensary rose from 1,199 out-patients and a daily average attendance of iS’ll-), with 19 
minor operations in 1881, to 5,436 out and 114 in-patients in 1895, with 37-31 dailj 
average out and 4-71 iu-attondanc6 and 24 major and 93 minor operations. lu-paliont work 
was begun hero after 1885. 

A Dispensary was started at Khanpur in 1881, and returns are available from 1883, 
from whioh date out-and in-patients rose .from 1,061 and nil to 4,148 and 72 respective¬ 
ly in 1895 ; the daily average attendance rising from 27-66 and nil to 86’13 and 5-65 ; ami 
operations from 4 major and 47 minor to 10 major and 156 minor. From its propimiuity 
(20 miles) to Jhalrapatan Chaoni, this Dispensary has probably been well worked up. 

From 1886 a Dispensary was established at Etao (Etaw^h), a village on the right bank 
of the Oharabal, between 40 and 45 miles in a north-easterly direotiou from the capital, and 
lying in the neighbourhood of the Koti-is, which are large fiefs situate in the north of tho 
State. Beginning with,l,l01 out-patients and 3 in-patients for 1887, the figures Lad ri.sen by . 
1895 to 2,400 and 70 respect!vely^ attendance daily steady at 17-93 and 2'89 in the former 
year aud 17 89 and 3-04 in the latter year. Operations rose from 2 major and 32 minor 
to 12 major and 75 minor. • . 

In 1891 a groat advance was macle in the supply of medical aid to the inhabitants of 
the State, dispensaries being founded at Sangod?, Indargai-h, Atroo and Mandana. Tho town 
of Sangode lying to tho south-west of Baran, from -^vhioh it is distarri some 18 miles, 
contained 5,046 inhabitants according to the Census of 1891. The dispensary opened there 
in that year had up to end of 1895 afforded medical relief to 91 in-patients ami 10,001. 
out-patients,'and ,21 major and 248 minor operations were performed in tho same time, ■ Tiio 
daily average attendance in 1895 was 27*25 out-patients and 1*02 in-patieuts.

•. In 1875 a compounder was added to the Jail Establislimout, a'nd a 


Torandah and a Looking shod were provided, and tho sanitary condition was so mnoh 
improved, that although cholera prevailed" severely in Kot&h City, it did not spread in tho 
jail. There was, however, no separate water-sujjply for the jail, thp prisoners having to 
procure their supply from the Chambal. 

The average number of prisoners in jail was 221-69 (admissions to hospital 588, daily 
average sjck 14-29, deaths per cent of treated .3‘23). 


It was found necessary to build a jail more suited to modern requirements ; and tn June 
of 1881 a new jail on the south side of tho Baran Road and about | mile south-east of the 
Residency was o{)oned and occupied by the prisoners, the old jail being given up. Tho effect 
on the health of tho prisoners was at onCo felt; and tho mortality wliioh in 1885 had been 
“ excessive" fell ia 1881 to more normal proportions. In 1880, with a daily average 
strength of 296, there were 694 admissions into hospital, and the percentage of deaths per 
1,000 of daily average strength was about 98. lu 1881 the daily average strength bW 
286-05 (tho jail being able to accommodate 8.86), there were 461 admissions, and If-do w^o 
constantly sick ! 10 deaths occurred or 35 per millo of daily average strength. The causesa 
of deuth •were : malarial fever 1, respiratory diseases 5, dysentery 2, other causes 2 ; no death®: 
occurred from cholera. In 1883 the new jail is described as being remarkaldy healthy on 
aocount of the abundance of good water, good sanitation, sufTicient wholesome food, and 
proper clothing. There was one case of cholera in tho Jail in 188.8 ; it w.is not fatal. 

Tho year 1889 ^ was remnikable for the severity.of the out.break of cholera inlfotah, 
which was attriouted in part to tho great crowds who assembled for the 14 days’ feast on tho 
occasion of tho funeral of the Maharao. The jail did not escape; five cases were treated, of 
which 3 or 60 per cent died. But this small share of the epidemic was duo to the excellent 
order in winch the jail was maintained, the sanitation being very good, tho accommodation 
more than suflicient, and the food and water-supply satisfactory. 

Of 1891, it. IS noted that tho Kotah Jail was in excellent sanitary condition .• over¬ 
crowding unknown ; health as compared with othei; jails in Rajputaua good. With an 
average daily strength of 253-37 (tho maximum on any day being 297), there were 469 
admLssrons (185!-05 per thousand), the daily average sick being 11-10 (43-81 per thousand 
and the deaths 4 (15-79 per thousand) 1 from fever, and 1 from dysentery, none from cholera. 

Of 1894, it is recorded that the jail continued to bo in excellent sanitarv condition 
although the deaths rose from 14-71 to 35-72 per thousand. The daily average'strength ia 
1894 was 251-94 (maximum 265), admission to hospital wore 253 (1004-21 per thousand), thb 
dailjr average number ick being 5-36 (23-2o per thousand), and the deaths 9 (35-72 pei- 
tbjyinsaud), of which cholera caused none, and fever and dysentery 1 each. 



lu 1895 the dally average sh-ougth being 224-09 (maximum 209), the adeabsions ta 
"hospital ware 341 (1.531 09 per thoimnd), daily average sick being 6‘9l (-iO-.o per thousand), 
deaths falling to 7 (31-15 per thousand). No cholera. 

The principal causes ot sickness since tho now jail -was taken into use have been 
malarial' fevers, rheumatism, ’dysentery, disgostive system trouble, and affeotious ot skin 
aad subcutaneous tissues and ulcers. 

The existibg jail accommodates 244 male and 55 female convicts and 36 civil prispners. 
Its plan is a square with admission at one angle, and exits to latrmes at tho othoi -hreo 
angles -. and it is dominated by central watch tower from which radiates a syminetncrl^wall, 
dividing it into five compartments or yards, three for raaloi ono for females and ontj tor 
cooking purposes. The prisoners aro partly employed extrainurally in gardoniug aud par| y 
intramarally in carpel and durrie \yeayiug, cloth weaving, spinuiug, carpentry, blacksmith^, 
chair making aud shoemaking. ^ 

Thp diet scale is good and abundant ; the food is always wholesome and well cool 
An abundant supply of excellent’water is derived from a well within the jail.

PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 

The main portion of the state lies on a raised plateau rising gradually from 1,000 feet 

above sea level in the north to 1,500 feel in the south. Tlv^ north portion lies in a water 
shod between two large rivers, the Kali Sind and An.

Dock and kunkur boro and thoro approach the surface an.l interfere 
with tho production of even the kali and mal The chief of the many streams in Jhalawar are 
the Kali Sind, Chhoti Kali Sind and Am Geologically om of the mam rock seiios ot India i-t 
well exposed. Jhalrapatan tlio capital stands on Vindhyan strata, at the northern edge o. 
the great spread of basaltic rocks known as the Doocau trap formation or JIalwa trap, the 
Vindhyan-s belonging to the upper division in tho Indian roek system, tho be< s a 'out 
Jh.alrapatan belong to tho Bewa or middle gronp, and consist of ,«and.«tories and a m e= 
witli a band of limestone. The strata liaving been undi.slarbed, have woatliered in o .scarpin 
plateaux or ridgf .s, with ono face steep and tho other sloping. These are capped by the 
sandstone, the low ground being eroded out of the shales. 

AaRK’ULTlTBK 

All the principal grain are cultivated, and in thosoathorn district opium i.s extensively 
grown. Jowar, wheat and opium iirotlio chief crops. Irrigation is entirely by wells, e .cept 
in tho neighbourhood of Jhalrapatan where there are several tanks. 

CLIMATE. 

TheclimateofJlialawar is that of Central India and is generally healthy, the hot 
weather being less severe than in northern Bajputaiia, shade temperature ranging from 8 l> to 
89° Fahf. (mean). In tlie rains the temperature is cool and pleasant, and iii tho cold season 
frosts occasionally occur. The annual rainfall i'. about 10 inches. 


THE PEOPLE. 

The ruling caste in Jhalawar is the Jhalabhati Kajput clan, who, previous to tho restora* 
tion of territory to Kota, formed, according to the census of 1891, only I per 1,000 of tlie 
total piopulation of tho?tate. 

Out of the total population of tho state, b'c., 150,82;'), 80,603 are males and 70,222 
females, inhabiting two towns and 407 villages (census of 1801 ) 22-05 ^ are urhim ami 
77-5 % rural; the density of the population is l.S9'7 per square mile and 286‘t)8 per village. 
The population of tho two towns aggregates 34,146. 

There are 88 Musalnians and 2*2 Jains per thousand of the population. Iho following 
table shows the ratios per thonsand prior to the restoration of territory to Ko.a, (1;

At the beginning of this year (1896) Jhalawar stood second in order 0 ’ merit among the 
Pujputttua Stales for the number of dispens.aries to population, third in dispensaries to area, 
fourth in percentage of population treated (15'2I), anil seventh as to expenditure on medical 
aid to its subjects (Iks. 13,048). 

The i>rinci})al causes of illness in the 15 years 1881-95 were malarial fevers (17'95 per 
ecut.), affections of skin and subcutaneous tissues (17'36 per cent.),nft'ection3 of digestive system’ 

' i’igurog lot six years 1890-36. 
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per cent."), eye affections (9'09 per cent.), affections of the respiratory system (7 r'l 
cent.; and ulcers (6'OS). Venereal disease, dysentery and cholera a(jpounted for 3' tG, 
2-87, and O per cent., respectively, of the cases treated. These percentages are shown gra¬ 
phically in the subjoined diagram. In 1896 the corresponding figures were : Malarial levers 
14’:<l8 per cent., skin and connective tissue affections 20'66 per cent,, digestive system 12'81 
per cent., eye oSjpiplaints 12-19 per cent,, affections of the respiratory system 6'36 per cent., 
ulcers 7’13 per cent., venereal dise.ases 2-02 per cent.,_ dysentery 3-02 per cent., cholera O'76 
per cent. A considerable number of operations are performed at the different dispensaries. 
In the fifteen years ending 1895 there wore performed 1,01.5 “major” and 21,450 “minor ” 
operations; among tho former were 115 iridectomies, 226 estrnotions of catnractous lens and 
10 lithotomies. In 1896 tho corresponding figures wore 6 iridectomies, 21 cataractons lens 
removed and lithotomy. 


EPIDEllIGS. 

Jhalawar has not unfreqiiently suffered severely from outbreaks of cholera, which 
occur as a rule in the months of June, July, August and September, or in the “ rainy season.” 
in 1869 and 1872, and notably in 1875 when it began on 21st May, having been importevl 
from infected districts in Holkar’s territories, tho disease prevailed. Again in 1882, 1885 
and 1889 , of which'yoar it is recorded that cholera was more severe than has been known 
for some years, imported from Kotah, it prevailed from tho beginning of July till near the 
middle of September, and out of 1,094 cases 661 (or 60-42 per cent.) proved fatal. 

The epidemic of 1891 was one of the severest ever known in this State ; it lasted from 9tb 
Juno dll 13th October, caused 1,638 cases and 1,003 deaths (61-23 per cent.), and visited 68 vil¬ 
lages and 16 towns. Tho first case occurred on 9th June at Surrah in Ghatoli Tahsil. Oltoh ra 
had been prevalent in the preceding month in some of the adjacent Indore villages. The di.sease, 
after appearing in two other tahsils to the east, declared itself few diiys later in the south-west 
portion of the State, being especially severe in the towns Of Dag and Gangdhar Districts, 
which had suffered severely in 1889,‘escaped this year, and «fc< wrsu. The epidemic reswboa it« 
height in July, continued severely through August and September, and ceased rather abruptly 
in October. Cholera prevailed again in 1892 from May till July ; out of 1,471 attacked 8i.)8 
died (.54-93 per cent.) A new Hospital building for infectious diseases with 12 beils w-is 

opened this year. 

1896 there was a fairly sharp outbreak of cholera in the State ; it began at Obipa 
Bar^e on 17th June, and prevailed in most of the tahsils. In all 743 cases -were reported 
•^vith 405 deaths, or .54-50 per ^Int. In the Chaoni there were 214 cases in July and^August 
with 104 deaths, and in Patan City 169 cases gave 107 deaths (63-31 per cent.). 79 cases 
in Gangdhar resulted in 29 deaths, and Dag had 99 cases* with 52 deaths. The opidemio 
closed on 31st August. 

DISPENSARY TOWNS AND VILLAGES. 

The oldest dispensary in Jhalawar is in Jhalrapatan City. Patan city together with the- 
Chaoni, 4- miles away to the north, forms tho head-quarters or capital of the State. The- 
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"^pilyh sitnatoil in laUtndo 24°32 north and longitude 7d°l i' oast, about quarter mile fro; 
a tributary of tt»e Kalisind, by name Chardral'aka. It i-a 1,060 feet above sea-lov(il. The 


existing city was btiilt (partly on the site of an older city wbicb, however, lay closer to the 
Chandraoakaliii 1.796 by Zalim Sing, the rrimo Minister oi' .Kotah 8tate, and lies at i.he foot 
of u range of low hills, tlie drainage of wluoh is collected into a largo artificial kice close to 
the town on its north-we.st side. The town is open on the lake side. On<|lill other sides it 
i.-'walled in by: strong fortified walls. The population at the Census of 1891 was 10,783 
(ouiles 9,680, females 5,103) living in 2,198 housos. The town is maintained in a fairly goon 


sanitary state by an estublisbmont consisting, besides staff, of 83 sweepers and 3 drivers, 


vcith 


1 curt for night-soil and 2 urine carta and 20 buffaloes for night-soil and sweepings, 30 urinals 
and 10 latrines ore kept up. The night-soil and sweepings are dispo.secl of on the further hank 
of the phaudiabaka. The drainage of the city is by open drains, leading towards the 
Chundra^akn, and is fairly efficient. The dispensary dates from 1849 ; and sonio good work 
ens been done at it. Up to the close of 1891 both in and out-patients wore treated at this 
dispetafiary, of which ii Hospital Assistant holds charge j but from 1892 onwards the ia- 
patiout woi’lt has boon transferred to the newer and more »;nitable buildings at the Ohnoni. 
From 1881 till 1895 inclusive there w’ore treated at this city dispensary 1,620 in-patients 
and 101,5/8 ont-patienls ; and 445 major and 6,669 minor operations were performed, 
among the former being 59 iridectomies, 64 cataracts, and 9 lithotomies. 

Thb next oldest dispensary in the State is that in the Chaoni. The Chooni was founded 
in 1796|1 by Zalim Sing, its site being apparently selected on aoconnt of its btrategioul 
posiliombpposito to the Fort of Gograon in Kotah. -territory, from wjiich it is distant 
n little over 2^ miles. There is a small artificial lake about 1 mile soutb-wost 
of the Oiiaoni; and several tanks lie quite close to it, and the Kalisind is about 
a mile itSvay to the east. The palace, law courts and chief public ofBce.s are at % 
Ohaoni; Irat the most important business houses—bankers an^ mercbants—are in the Patan 
oity. The Chaoni is in latitude ^4“36' north and longitude 76'’13' oast, stands 1,050 feet aliove 
sea-ierel, end had at the census of 1891 a population of 2.^363 (males 12,126, females 1 T,2,?7, J . . 
i»babilin|j|, 3,746 houses. The surface drainage is very fair eastwards towards tho Kalisind ; 
but the soil of tho town, particnlarly in its lovmr eastern portion, is much waterlogged,, with a. 
oousequoiit ill-elfoct on the health of the inhabitants of that portion and especially of the jail. 
Tho conservancy arrangemenhs are fairly efficient, and the town is kept clean by a staff of 82 
men (iliclnding 13 sanitni-y police) with 2 carts for night-soil, 2 foa'sweepings, 3 for urino, and 
16 buffaloe^ .for cleansing work. There are 36 urinals and 10 male and 9 female latrlfies, 
Tho night-soil and sweepings are disposed of at a distance fro#tho Ohaoni. Tho Hosfiital at 
Ohaoni was established in 1876. It was at first in tho baxar : hut in 1891 new buildings, con¬ 
sisting ot a centre block, for dilpeusary, office, operation-room and medical store, aucl two 
soparate wafd blocks, wore erected on open ground to the south of the Chaoni and east of the 
pnblio gardoiis at a cost of R.s. 20,891 (opened on 12th December). The work done at this 
Hospital in the 15 years, 1881—1895, lias been as follows : 105,DIO out-patients hav'e been seen 
mid 654 in-patients have been treated (this department being in operation only since 1892) ; 
and 7,,217 minor and 329 major operations have been performed, including 22 iridectomies and 
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r>/5j cataract romoveables. The HospitiU is in charge of an Assistant Snrgeou, ^vuo is also in

Nest in seniority comes the Dispensary it iS/ta/inlW, the head-quarters town of tlio 
largo territory of the same name, whioh forms the eastern portion of the State. The Shahabad 
Nizarant comprises {>f>4 square miles with a popnliition ( 18111 ) of 26,9T2. It is thus much 
more sparsely populated than the rest of Jhalawar. A dispensary was opened in the town Pf 
Shahabad in 1881; ami in the 15 years ending 1895, 42,721 ont-patients and 904 in-patients 
wore treated, and 39 major and 1,625 minor operations wgre performed. The dispensary is 
ift charge of a Hospital Assistant. 


A'♦epeTisary was opened at Ji/era in the end of 1882. Aklera is 27 miles as the 
crow flies east-soyth-east of Patan City, and the dispon.sary there has hitherto had to 
meet the medical wants of practically the whole of the southern portion of the main 
division of the State. Up to the end of 1895, 55,387 out and 870 in-patients had been 
treated, and 68 major and 1,523 minor operations had boon portTirmed. The Bakani, Aklera, 
Ghatoli and Manohar Parganaa comprise altogether, 721 square miles, of rather hilly 
country in parts, with an aggregate population of nearly 90,000 : and additional inedica! 
oonveuienoes are called for. 


A dispensary was started in 1883 at PacV«^a»—'(Batschbnehar, a miserable little 
town) Pfeiffer, 1848, in the Chau Mahal, 29 miles from the Chaoni. Up to 1895 thq work 
done—if the returns are accurate, which is, however, open to qziestion--wns 44,249 out and 
882 in-patients treated ; 34 major and 2,772 minor operations performed. The parganu i=. 
131 square miles in extent, with a popnlation of 18,173 : and it has been rather ucdon'ous 
for the frequency with which it has suffered from cholera .outbreaUs—possibly on account 
of its propinquity to Malwa, 

In 1892 dispensaries were opoinod at Awar and Gangdhar in the Chan mahal, and af. 
Oliipa Barodo to the north-east of Akiora. Aioar is a small pargana of only 80 square 
miles area, and with 15,755 inhabitants. The work at the dispensary is almost enlirely 
confined to out-patients, of whom 4,541 hud been treated up to the end of 189.5, 15 in patients 
having received treatment ; 13 major and 176 minor operations were performed in the same 
time. Gangdhar is a much larger pargana, measuring 187 square miles, with 30,821 
inhabitants: and tho dispensary at its head-qnarters also affords medical aid to a largo 
portion of the neighbouring pargana of Dag (168 square miles, 26,206 popnlation); and the 
work done at the dispensary up to the end of 1895 has been carrespondingly large, viz., in¬ 
patients 158, out-patients* 13,999, major operations 27, and minor 429. Tho dispensary 
at Chipa Barade, besides serving its own pargana, assists numbers of patients from the iieigh- 
bouring Chapra district of Tonk State. At tho dispei).sary, up to and including 1895, there 
had been treated 15,196 out and 253 in-patients, and 39 major and 974 minor oponitions 
had been performed. 
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th was 192-38, maximum on-ono’day 208, and in 1895 avorago 217'8o, maximum :^2. 
e majority of the prisoners are en ployed in extramural labour : but lithographic priutin^j, 
hook-binding, and weaving are carried on inside the jail. The prisoners’ food ia prepared 
for them in the jaircookliou'se, and it is noticeable that the greater the oare exercised over 
the quality of the food-stuffs the less is the tendency to disenaes of the digestion. The 
diseases that have caused most of the sickness iu this jail, besides cholera, are malarial 
fevers', dysentery, affections of the respiratory system, rheumatic affections, digestive 
system, troubles and affections of skin and subcutaneous tissues and ulcers. The principal 
causes of death, iu non-cholora years ..^ire dysentery aud .iiseasos of the respiratory ji^d 
digesti ve systems. The sickness and mortality percentages in a few selected years are givqn 
below : —
